Bow to ConibTiot an A»p»rn|fii» Bed for 


Domestic U*e. 


What is worth doing at *11 :s worth 


doing well, however poor a thing it 
may be. Bnt when something is to be 
done which, when it is done, one can 
Bit down and say it is done for a life- 
time, then indeed wo can not do it too 
well. And such a work is the planting 
of an asparagus bed in the garden for 
domestic use. 
Asparagus is the first 


green vegetable which is ready for 
use in tho spring. It if one of the 
most 
healthful, 
agreeable, 
and 


nutritious of our common food sub- 
stances. 
It lasts until the first green 


peas and snap beans are read,y, and it 
never outlives its welcome. Its cul- 
ture is very easy, and with the excep- 
tion of one "insect, the asparagus 
beetle, it is free from all troublesome 
pests and diseases. It bears profusely 
and continuously, and with a regular 
seasonable top dressing and cultivation 
it goes on growing and yielding, year 
after year, steadily and without any 
failure. It is easily suited in regard to 
soil, although it will do the bebt on a 
warm, rich, deep, sandy loam. Yet it 
•will thrive on n stiff clay if it is liber- 
ally mixed with decayed manure and 
is forked over and made mellow and 
loo^e. 


Tho manner of planting, however, h 


the most important, because if that is 
not done in the right manner all goes 
wrong afterward A good deal ot non- 
sense, is written about planting aspar- 
agus. It is usually advised to plant it 
In lows five feet apart and throe feet 
apart 111 the rows 
This is an excessive 


\\aste of ground and of labor m tend- 
ing so much space unnecessarily. II 
thu rows aru three foot apart ami the 
roots are afoot apaitin the row the 
J>lants ha-\e quiet enough room. All 
they need is to have a good, noli bed 
prepared and to be well planted in it. 
The following method is an excellent 
one- The ground selected for its con- 
venientsituation nonr tho house, so that 
one may go in a hurrv and cut a sup- 
ply for' dinner, is well covered with 
Manure and 
then doeply plowed. 


Trenches three feet apart Irom center 
to center and eighteen inches deep are 
then opened with a spade and old ma- 
ture or compost prepared in advance 
U put in them six inched deep. Upon 
this thu top soil with the manure in it 
Is turned iu for six inehes more in 
depth and is trodden down. The roots 
are then spread in the trench with care 
to keep the crowns in tho center of the 
row and are covered with more of the 
(ine compost, and the ground is then 
leveled over the rows. This K done in 
early spring. 
The roots should be one 


vcar old, early dug, nnd it is worth 
while to kenp a slurp lookout that the 
loots are in good condition. A bed 
prepared in this way described was 
planted with roots procured horn a 
seedsman who, it was supposed, could 
be tuisted. Unfortunately the roots 
hud been taken up in the lall and weie 
Stored in barrels in Hie cellar, where 
they had heated and become mostly 
all spoiled, and failed to grow. The 
labor was lost in a groat meiisuip 
This is ono of those frequent instances 
of serious loss arising from tho delin- 
Hiiencifs of careless or unprincipled 
fecedsmon, and 
which 
need to be 


guarded against when so much labor 
and expense are risked. It is, thore- 
foro, necessary to be sure that tho 
roots are tresh and sound. As tho 
crop is not ready for gathering until 
the second year after planting the in- 
tervals between rows may bo planted 
with some crop which will not inter- 
fere with the young plants. Dwarf 
beans are the tost 101 this purpose, 
and will pay for the labor of keeping 
the ground free from weeds. Weeds 
should be kept down with the greatest 
care while the plants are young 
A 


few years' careful cultivation will clean 
the ground of weeds so well that there 
will be little trouble afterward if tho 
manure i- not filled with the seeds. 
This is also a point to be watched. 


The young plants will grow freely 


and thickly and many shoots will ap- 
pear from each root. In a bed planted 
fn this way last spring some roots had 
sent up more than a dozen shools, 
Which this summer will allord a mod- 
erate cutting over tho four hundred 
roots which were planted, and the 
third year there will be an ample sup- 
hly. A3 five roots will average a regu- 
lar market bunch every season, and 
sach bunch will easily be worth an 
aveiage of fifteen cents, a bed of this 
Size, say about one thousand two 
tundied feet or about four square 
rods, will return twelve dollars an- 
nually, which is worth at least one 
hundred par cent, on the cost, the 
roots costing lour dollars for live hun- 
dred.—^. Jr. Times.

The Waitern Jenniylvania Coal Strike. 


PITTSBURGH, PA., March 28.— Reports 


from river and railroad last night In- 
dicated but little change in tho stains of 
the miners' strike. 
At noon yesterday 


word was received at the general office 
of tho miners that the Birmingham Coal 
Company, better known as Reeling's 
\\orks, aud employing about throe hun- 
dred and tlfty men, bad started to run 
coal to the rivor. 
The three-cent rate 


had been conceded some time ago, but 
only local trade was served, and this 
move is regarded by the miners aa the 
the first victory for the strikers In tha 
lower pools. 


Secretary Flannery, In estimating the 


cost ol the river strike, says the fourth 
pool men alone have lost $57,600 In 
wages during the past three weeks. 
This amount, he holds, can be recovered 
in a little over two months by steady 
Work at the price demanded. In the 
meantime Pittsburgh operators are- buy- 
ing Kanawha coal mined at rat»8 equal to 
three cents, and selling It at prices which 
would warrant the payment of six oents 
per bushel for mining. 


In the Wood's Bun District both oper- 


ators and miners are working vigorously 
and exercising thelc persuasive faculties 
to the fullest extent. A meeting of strik- 
ers will be held at Catsburg to-day, and 
will be addressed by President Costello 
and others.

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Dnrbin, the hus- 


band 80 years of age and the wife 21, are 
prisoners in the county jail, and they 
stand charged with the willful murder of 
their seven-montha-old baby, a healthy 
looking, plump, red-haired little gul. 
They are supposed to have thrown it off 
the Illinois Central railroad bridge on Sat- 
urday evening, March 7th, in hope that it 
would be carried down the then turbulent 
stream to some point far away, where, it 
found, no one could fauttn the crime 
upon the inhuman paren's. But "mur- 
der will out," and now 20 days after the 
cowardly 
crime, the guilty 
pair are 


behind the bars. During yenterday after- 
noon Ed Drohn, Frank Moyer, imd lim 
Collins were in the vicinity of the water 
works dam at the Bangamon river en 
gaged in searching for flahing rods They 
were on the south side of the river near 
an old slough 200 yards from the dam, 
when they discovered the mud covered 
body ot the baby as it lav in a bent up 
position in a little hollow or ditch. That 
part of the slough waa covered with 
water threu days ago 
The young men 


were greatly excited at finding tho bod>» 
and word was sent to Coroner Perl by 
telephone from the water works. The cor 
oner proceeded to the spot, and brought 
the body to hia office 
The oflicers had 


knowledge ot the mysterious disappear- 
ance ot a baby on the evening of March 
7th, which fact was "communicated to 
them by Mr. S C Shively, a carpenten 
who resides on West North street 
Mra. 


Shively remembered the clothing the 
child had on when it left her home, that 
it had on a white dress, knit houd, knit 
shoes and stocking?, and that one ot its 
skirts had been put on wrong Bide out 
Theae articles she carefully described 
before seeing the child nnd the exami 
nation subsequently proved the child 
beyond a doubt to be that of Emily 
Dunn, born ont of wedlock in August 
last on, West Wood street 
It wita known 


that on March 16th, tbe mother married 
Charley Durbin, the father of the child'
